The Joint Intelligence Committee, 0-S. Embassy, Moscov , 
completed an intensive study of Soviet intentions "with the 
assistance cf specialists in the variou.i sections of the 
Embassy, including consultation with tho Military, Naval and 
Air Attaches, who concurred in its findings.*

been withheld from the intelligence organisation in State 
Department, and therefore did not reach the Central Intelligence 
Agency through normal channels. A copy ms received, however, 
through CIA's direct liaison with the Secretary's office. 

On tiie same date, copies of the report itself were trans- 
mitted by the Military, Naval and Air Attaches in Moscow to 
their respective deportments . 

On the same date, the Ambassador transmitted five (5} 
copies of the report by pouch to the Department of State, - 
•three copies for the use of the Depart* ont, and one each 
for transmission by the Department, if it so desires, to 
the Department of Defense and to the Director of Central 
Intelligence.*
